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REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a)

Applicants hereby request reconsideration of the Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) to 
treat the above-identified patent application as being made by inventors Scott Adler, Brian 
Albrecht, and Timothy D. Baker on behalf of non-signing inventor Al Uzumcu which was 
filed on September 17, 2004. 

In a Decision Refusing Status Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) dated October 14, 2004 
received from the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, the following reasons were given for 
refusal of the Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) filed on September 17, 2004: 



A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) requires: (1) proof 
that the non-signing inventor cannot be reached or refuses to 
sign the oath or declaration after having been presented with the 
application papers (specification, claims and drawings); (2) an 
acceptable oath or declaration in compliance with 35 U.S.C. § 
115 and 116; (3) the petition fee; and (4) a statement of the last 
known address of the non-signing inventor. Applicant lacks 
items (1) set forth above. 

In regards to item (1), petitioners have not provided sufficient 
proof that a copy of the complete application (specification, 
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including claims, drawings, if any, and the declaration) was 
sent to the non-signing inventor. 

A statement made by the attorney of record, Victor Henzi, 
indicates that on two separate occasions, the declaration and 
power of attorney were sent, under his direction by 
Administrative Assistant Debra Sykes, to Mr. Uzumcu, that a 
telephone message by Mr. Uzumcu confirmed his receipt of 
same and that in a follow-up conversation, Mr. Uzumcu 
advised that he would not be signing the declaration for the 
above identified application. The evidence presented however 
is not sufficient to show that Mr. Uzumcu had the benefit of 
reviewing the application, thus the requirements for status 
under 37 CFR 1.47(a) have not been met. 

Petitioners may show proof that a copy of the application was 
sent or given to the nonsigning inventor for review by 
providing a copy of the cover letter transmitting the application 
papers to the non-signing inventor or details given in an 
affidavit or declaration of facts by a person having first hand 
knowledge of the details. 

Likewise, before a bona fide refusal can be shown, the non- 
signing inventor must have been given an opportunity to review 
the application. Therefore, petitioners must show proof that the 
non-signing inventor refuses to sign the declaration after being 
sent or given a copy of the application papers. If there is a 
written refusal, petitioners should submit a copy of that refusal 
with any renewed petition. If the refusal was made orally to a 
person, then that person must provide details of the refusal in 
an affidavit or declaration of facts. 

Enclosed herewith are the following materials: 

1. A Statement of Facts for Petition Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1 .47(a) signed by Victor Henzi which includes statements and 
documentary evidence that inventor Uzumcu has refused to 
sign the Declaration and Power of Attorney after having been 
presented with the application papers (including copies of a 
cover letter sent to inventor Uzumcu and a Return Receipt 
Postcard). 

2. A Statement of Facts for Petition Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1 .47(a) signed by Warren Comstock, the individual to whom 
inventor Uzumcu expressed the fact that he would not 
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cooperate with the request to sign and return the Declaration 
and Power of Attorney sent to him. 

The Applicants believe that such further evidence satisfies the requirements of 37 
C.F.R. § 1.47(a), and respectfully request reconsideration and grant of the Petition Under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.47(a) for the present application. 

It is not believed that any further fees are due at this time. However, the 
Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge any additional fees which may be required 
regarding this application under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.16-1.17, or credit any overpayment, to 
Deposit Account No. 06-1447. Should no proper payment be enclosed herewith, as by a 
check being in the wrong amount, unsigned, post-dated, otherwise improper or informal or 
even entirely missing, the Commissioner is authorized to charge the unpaid amount to 
Deposit Account No. 06-1447.

1 . T am currently employed by Robert Bosch Corporation as an Intellectual 
Property Administrator and Patent Agent. 

2. In my capacity as Intellectual Property Administrator and Patent Agent for 
Robert Bosch Corporation, T am responsible for obtaining signatures from inventors for patent 
applications that are assigned to Credo Technology Corporation. 

3. The last known address for inventor Al Uzumcu is 376 W. Sycamore Street, 
Vernon Hills, IL 60061. 

4. On July 8, 2004, a copy of the above-identified patent application and a 
Declaration and Power of Attorney form were sent by U.S. Postal Service Certified Mail to 
inventor Uzumcu at the last known address listed above under my direction by Administrative 
Specialist Debra Sykes. A copy of the July 8, 2004 cover letter accompanying the patent 
application and the Declaration and Power of Attorney form is attached hereto. 

5. The July 8, 2004 letter (including a copy of the above-identified patent 
application and a Declaration and Power of Attorney form) was received on July 13, 2004 by 
Jennifer Uzumcu, the wife of inventor Uzumcu, at the last known address for inventor 
Uzumcu.
